Monday to greet him upon his rc- 
ttirn to his office since his nomin- 
tion at Sail Francisco. Ft had 
,been phmned to hold the iiiforuial 
reception in the rotunda of the 
State House, but tlie cmwd wa^ 
so large that the speech was de- 
livered from the steps of the Ca'p- 
itol. 

Reviewing his three terms as 
Chief Exectttive of Ohio. Cox de- 
calred lif had never broken con- 
fidence with the people of this 
commonwealth.' 

The Governor said (liat it would 
be his purpose to ")o(>k to the 
sunrise rather than the sunset." 

"I have the deepest c<mvictioji
